kind or other? and almoſt as eafie 1t is to find 

a Religion without reference to God, as one 

without ſome pretenders to Authority to un- 

dertake its defence and adminiſtration. The . 

Gentiles had their Vates and Sacerdotes, as well 

as-the Jews their Prophets, Prieſts and Levites, = 
B | the 
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the Chriſtians their Paſtours and Teachers for the 
Work of the Miniſtery. It ſeems then (unleſsthe ſeat 
of the Scornful be an infallible Chair) either Ep:- 
carus herein was not wiſe, or elſe all men beſide 
him were deluded Fools: for hereby it is plain, 
thatthey thought the bleſſed and immortal Being 
Utd ſo far intermeddle with the affairs of men, as 
t5 appoint ſome to be the Salt of the Earth, to 
Furge out the feculence and dregs of Ignorance 
and Atheiſm, toſcafon mens Souls, and make them . 
ſavoury and grateful. to God, or-at leaſt to keep 
them from the corruption and putrefaction of infi- 
dclity and irrcligion. 

Now that this Saltſhould not loſe its ſavour 1s, 
{ conceive, the chief deſign of this days Work. 
in ſubſervience hereunto I have made choice of 
theſe words. Thopenone here preſent will thence 
take occaſion of thinking, that T take upon me to 
cenſure my Brethren, as ſome ſay Saint Paul did 
Archippzs, viz. That he was remiſs and negligent 
in the work of his Miniſtery : but there 1s no ne- - 
ceflity of ſo thinking, nor indeed any good rea- 
ſon for it; for ſince Saint Payl did Archippxs the 
honour to call him his Fe/ow-Souldier, 1t 18 very 
unlikely that Archippus wanted either vigilance or 
courageinuſing the Weapons of his Warfare. To 
me therefore it ſeems much more probable, that 
the ſtrength and ſubtilty of the Enemy; the pre-. 
valence of Error and Herefie, -of Vice and Wick- 
edneſs was then the occaſion of Saint Payxl's ſend- 
ing, as it is now of my chufing this Text, which 
of it {elf falls into three parts,\vis. | 
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I. Saint 
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I. vaint Paul's Charee. 
2. Archippus his Dnty. 
3. Thereaſon of it. 


I begin with Saint Paul's charge, And ſay to Ar- 
chippus : but who muſt ſay to pa Fs the Co- 
loſſrans : but had they power to admoniſh their 
Miniſter? Yes, faith Calvin, Saint Paul might have 
admonifſhed him in his own private name, but he en- 
joyns this on the Coloſſians, that they might know, 
that they alſo ought to give incitement to their Pa- 
ſtour, if they ſee him cold; and the Paſtour ſhould 


not refuſe admonition ous the Church. But what ad- In Loc. 


monition muſt he ſubmit unto? take an Anſwer 
from Parexs, who (among other poriſmrata) draws 
theſe two from theſe mae | 

I. The Church hath right to admoniſh, or alſo to 
reprove and depoſe its Miniſter, that keeps not within 
the bounds of his Office, either by negleding it, or not 
rightly performing it. 

2. The Paſtour ought to ſubmit himſelf to the ma- 
ture judgement of the Church, and humbly acknow- 
ledge from whont he hath received his Office. 

But I pray what Church 1s this, whereunto the 
Paſtour muſt ſubmit himſelf and make his humble 
acknowledgements? why hereweareleft togueſs:; 
only our Author tells us, A ſyrall Aſſembly deſertes 
the name of a Church. Had he thought fit to have 
ſpoken plainly, 'tis manifeſtly moſt likely hewould 
have ſaid, that by the Church he underſtood a 
Presbyterian Conſiſtory: for this Church (whatever

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it be in it ſelf) muſt needs have the government” 
on its ſhoulder, and in contradiſtinction- to its Pa-. 
ſtour, it muſt needs conſiſt cither of the Laity or 
inferiour Officers, or Joyntly of both. To theſe 


then it is, that they aſcyybe right to admoniſh, re- 
prove ahd depoſ@their.Paſtour. But _— Saint 
Paul kath taught them no ſuch thing; for. not 
only the Examination and Ordination, but alſo 
the Admonition, Suſpenſion and Depoſition of 
Miniſters, he hath reſerved (as appears very fully 
by his Epiſtles to. Timothy and Trtzs ) to ſuch as 
they were. 7. e. to Biſhops. Thus ſurely the Pri- 
mitive Church underſtood him, for not only by 
Can, 32,57, Civers of thoſe Canons, which are ſaid to be the 
'+ i. Apoſtles, but alſo by the Fifth Canon of theFirſt, 
the Sixthof the Second, the Fifth of the Third,

perſons againſt any Clergy-man. under the Order 
of a Biſhop, , the. Biſhop of the Dioceſs was to.

caſe the party accuſed did not. acquieſce . in the 
Ccnſure of his Dioceſan, there.was Jtberty of Ap--

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peal to a Provincial Syno, 7.e. to a Synod where- 

in all the Biſhops of the Province were to be ga- 

thered together for the examination and deciſion 

of ſuch Controverſies; which Provincial Synod, 

the firſt Council of Nice -appointed to be held Can. s. 
twice ina year. Althongh *afterwards by reaſon 

of the incurfions of barbarous Nitions, and.o- 

ther cauſes incident, theſe Synods were held but 

once in the year; yet from that time till the year 

1541. or thereabouts, when Calvir's platform Concil. in- 
firſt drew breath at Geneva, I cannot finde it 7'v119 can. 8: 
was ever appointed that Miniſters (for matters 
appertaining to their Office) ſhould be admo- 

niſhed, much leſs depoſed by the Laity, or the 

Clergy (intheir own Churches) inferiour tothem. 

If then that had been the Diſcipline appointed 

by Chriſt, and here required by Saint Purl, 

how wonderful a thing is it, that the Church fo 

ſoon after their departure out of the World, 

ſhould — it for another? Very ſtrange and 

almoſt impoſhble it 1s, that the whole Church of. 

Chriſt for abovea thouſand years together ſhould 

either wholly forget my Text, or clſe be igno- 

rant of its meaning, or fo petulantly wicked as 

to ſuppreſs and act contrary to. itz yet ſo it ſeems 

it was, tilt the World was bleſled withſuch Com- 

ments as thoſe before mentioned; whereby the 

people may underſtand their priviledge to teach 

and *admoniſh their Teachers, and to contend 

with Gods Miniſters in matters too high for their 
capacities. But we havenot ſolearned to expound 

the holy Scripture. 
s Obſerve. 


In ver. 16, 
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Obſerve therefore, that this Charge of Saint 
Paul concerning Arckippxs 1s uſhered 1n with the 
copulative Conjunction #&, aud, which I think 1s 


ſeldom or never fo uſed, as to joyn Words and | 


Sentences together which have no connection in 
Nature or Signification: if fo, then thence 1tmay 
probably be conjeftured, that the Charge in this 
Verſe is connected in its kind or nature, as well as 
ſcituation, with that that we find immediatly fore- 
going: and what 1s that? why it1s another charge 
that Saint Payl gives concerning this Epiſtle now 
written, and another (whatever it was) from Lao- 
dicea, that this ſhould be read in the Church of 
the Laodiceans, and that that ſhould be read in 


the Church of the Coloſſzrans. The deſigned end * 


of this Charge manifeſtly 1s to uphold Communi- 
on between theſe two Churches, that they might 
edifie each other in love. Saint Chryſoſtome there- 


fore bids his Reader ſee how he glues and joyns 
them together, not only by ſalutations, but alſo by the 


mtual exhibition of Epiſtles : this he does not do raſh- 
ly, but that he might draw others tothe Study of the ſame 
things. Hereunto theconjunction » connects the 
chargein my Text: think ye then that this hath no 
affinity with that? That that ſhould tend to the 
{weet and pleaſant imploy of promoting Charity 
and Communion, but this to the ſowr ungrateful 
work of admonitionz which (we know) from in- 
teriours 1s for the moſt part moreapt to engender 
anger than to produce amendment; that St. Pal 
ſhouldrequire the Coloſſzars to hold 4 
wit 
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with the Laodiceans, their fellow-Chriſttans {@me- 

what remote from them; and then inthe very next 

line charge them toadmoniſh, yea, it may be, chide 

with and depoſe Archippxs their Miniſter, that la- 
boured or at leaſtlived among them; how unlike- 
lyathing is it, thathe ſhould couple ſuch charges 
together! Nofaith St.C hryſoſtom, it was unrea(ona- 

ble to appoint the diſciples to admoniſh their Teacher. 

When Solomon charged his Son to ſay nto Wildom, proy. 7.4. 
Thou art my Siſter; did he thereby conſtitute his 

Son to be wifdoms Monitor ? Noſurely, he only en- 
joyned him to love and adhere to her, toberuled 

& guided by her :ſ{o here whenSt. Par! charges the 
Coloſſians to ſay to Archippxs, he means not to make 

them his Monitors, but oblige them to be his follow- 

ers: He eſpecially ſubjeFs them to him, for they could no 

longer complain of him for feverity to them, when they 
themſelves had given up themſelves in all things unto 
himsto ſtop their months he writes theſethings unto them, ;q ver. 1+; 
ſaith St. Chryſoſtoxe. Hereby then it ſeems, that the 

end and defignof this charge was, not that the Co- 
toſjuans might admoniſh Archippxs, but that they 
ſhould declare their good affeftion, ſubmit them- 

ſelves unto, and unanimouſly hold communion 

_ him 1n the exerciſe of his miniſtry among 

them. 


And thisat that time wasan office of Charity ve- - 
ry decent and ſfeafonable for St. Paul to enjoyn, 
andfor the Coloſſrars to perform, as well as for Ar- 

_ chippws to recervefrom them ; for it was the readieſt 
way 
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way that could be toextirpate the ſeeds of Hereſie 
and Schiſm that were ſown among them, and to 
make them keep the unity of the. ſpirit i-the bond 
of Peace. 


And for this cauſe in this ſenſe, it would be net- 
ther ungrateful to us , nor unſeaſonable for our 
Congregations reſpeftively to ſay to us, as the Co- 
loſſians to. Archippis: but alasſuch is the Atheiſm 
and profaneſs or elſe the factious humor of ourage, 
as that moſt men are now more apt either to caſt 
off all reſpect and reverence to their authorized 
Teachers, orelſe toſay to the little foxes, that ſpoil 
our vines, rather than to us, Take heed to the Mini- 
ſtery which you havereceived in the Lord that you fulfil 
it. And this leads me to 


The Second part of my Text, viz. Archippxs his 
duty, Take heed to the Miniſtery, that thou fulfill 
it. In which words we muſt conſider two things, 
7i2, Firſt his Miniſtery, and then his Duty. As for 
Archipps his Miniſtery, itis not very cafe to deter- 
mine what it was among the Coloſſzars : becauſe 
S. Parl uſeth the word {:amviz, ſome think he was 
buta Deacon: but this is ſo{lender and inconcluſive 
an argument, asthat they may as well ſay, He was 
an Apoſtle, becauſe St. Parl calls his own office 
by that name. Others (becauſe it ſeems St. Am- 
broſe ſaith fo) think he was Biſhop of Coloſs 3 but - 
this cannot well be granted neither , for it is 


more probably thought, that at that time, not 


* Archippns 
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Archipps but Epaphras was Biſhop in tl:at City. St. 

Paul himſelf hath laid the fonnaation of this cor- k 
jcCture, for hecalls Epapcras his dear fellow-ſervant, 
and tells the Coloſſrarrs, He 3s for them a faithful Mi- 
r:i8ter of CEris?, whereby itis plain, He was notan 
Evangcliſt only in planting the Goſpel, but thatie 
wasa ſettled Miniſter, or atleaſt deſigned ſo to be 
among them; and ince he was St. Paul's dear fel- 
low-ſervant,it 1s probable he was advanced above 
the inferiour fort of the Clergy, cven to the A- 
poſtolical Dignity; for ſo Saint' Chryſoſtoxre ſaith Hom. uit. in 
of him. But this could not be but by the com- 
munication of the ordinary pait of the Apoſto- 

Iical Office unto him, which was rot to convert 

Infidels, but to teach and govern thoſe that were 

converted to the Faith. This was and ftillis the 

Office of a Biſhop. Thence I conceive it was, 

that the Primitive Prſhops (becauſe of their par- 

ticipation of the Apoſtolical Ofhce) were ſome- 

times called Apoſtles 3 thus Epaphroditus was the 

Apoſtle of the Philippians, Titxs of the Cretians, | 
and Timothy of the Aſtatick Chriſtians; ( as The- gpug nam- 
odoret it ſeems teſtifies very fully.) And thus 'tis mond.diflerr. 
like that Epaphras was the Apoſtle, 7. e. the Bi- # © $08 
ſhop of the Coloſſians; and ſo I find by Baronins, * ns 
that ſome ancient Martyrologies ſay exprefly, ,,.. < .. 
that he was: and if ſo (becauſe it was inconſi- "TO 
ſtent with the Primitive Conſtitutions, that there 

ſhould be more than one Biſhop in one City) it 

muſt be concluded, that Archippxs his Miniſtery 

was but the Office of a _ or Presbyter: yet

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at that time, his Duty , I think, was ſomewhat 
enlarged; the Cure he had to ſupply, the Work 
he had to do was ſomewhat greater than ordina- 


Ty. That you may perceive the reaſon both of 
Saint PaFscharge, and of this mine opinon, pray 


be pleaſed to obſerve, 


That in thoſe places where the Apoſtles con- 
ftitated Biſhops, the whole work of the Miniſte- 
ry was devolyed npon them and their reſpcaive 
Deacons. Fhence peradventure it was that Aer:- 
#s took occaſion to ſay, That a Biſhop and a Preſ- 
bzicr are the ſame. But Epiphanius takes him up 
very ſharply,. and tells him, That being ignorant 
of the conſequence of Truth, and having not read 
the profoundeft Hiſtories, ke had not known, that 
when the Goſpel kad been preached but alittle while, 
the holy Apoſtle wrete. as occaſion required: where- 
thcre were Biſhops then conſtituted, ke wrote to the 
Biſhops and Deacons, and it may be toothers clſec- 
where: For (ſaith he) the Apoſtles could not pre- 
ſently conſtitute and ſettle all things on a ſudden, 
for there-was need of Presbyters and Deacons, that 
by theſe two the Eccleſiaſtical Orders might be com- 
pleat : but. where there was no perſon found fitting 
for the Epiſcopal Office, there the place remained 
withont a Biſhops but where there was need, and. 
there were ſome: worthy of that Office , there were: 
Biſhops conſtituted : but while Believers were but few 
+ nmber, there were no Prieſts or Presbyters ſun 
among thems they were content withy only a Biſfffep 

in- 


\ 
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in the plate, but withont a Deacon a Biſhop could 
20t well bez, the holy Apoſtle therefore took care, thit 
there ſhould be Deacons to aſſiſt tke Biſhop in the 
work of the Miniſtery. Thus far Epiphanins, 
whereby it ſeems, that the Orders of Biſhops. 
Prieſts and Deacons were from the beginning, 
all inſtituted by the Apoſtles, but not all mn 
all places of the Church z where there were 
none found fitting to be Biſhops, the places 
remained without any; yet very unlikely it 1s 
that there were none appointed among the 
Chriſtians in thoſe places to guide their Ber in 
the way of Peace; in all probability therefore 
the Doctrine of the Church, and the Worſhip of 
God was taught and upheld by the Miniſtery of 
Prieſts or Presbyters among them. But in great- 
er places, where there was need of Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Diſcipline, as well as of Doctrine and Wor- 
ſhip, if there were any found fitting to be in- 
truſted with it (as doubtleſs there was in molt, 
if not all Cities) there were Biſhops conſtitu- 
red : and theſe Biſhops ( with the aſliſtance of 
Deacons, while the number of Believers wasnot 
great in thoſe places, without any intermedi- 
ate Presbyters) undertook not only the Regi- 
ment of the Church, but the daily performance 
of all its Offices. Thence no doubt it was that 
long before Epiphanins, Clemens Romanus obſer- 
ved, That the Apoſtles preaching the Word in Ci- ad Cor p.<4. 
ties and Conntreys —_ the Firſt-fruits of 
their Miniſtery to be Biſhops and Deacons of th ” 
C 2 that 
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that ſhould believe, Tt ſeems then the Apoſtles 
(as Irenens ſaith) did deliver their Churches to 
Biſhops. They therefore (as. Saint Hierome faith) 
were the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles. And ſucceed 
[them they did, notonly in the government of the 


/ Church, but alſo inits daily Miniſtration; thence 
10 doubt it 1s, that Saint Paul requires a Biſhop 


ould be apt to teach, and gives Biſhop 17mothy 
diretion about himſelf, and his dodrine, the 
worſhip of God, and prayers. of the Church: 
Theſe things were looked on as ſo peculiarly the 
Piſhors duty, as that in the Apoſiles Canons (if 
they be, theirs) the Biſhop # ſaid to-be intruſied 
withihe people of the Lord, and an acconnt of their 
fertls ſhall be required ſrom him. Ard therefore 
by another of the ſame Canons, it is provided 
that the Biſhop ſhould take the care of the Clergy and 
people to teach them Piety. And the Council of 
Cartkage decreed, that ite. Bifhops ſhould. not neg- 
led the people pertaining to them. 


If then in thoſe early dayes of the Goſpel, E- 
paplras were Biſhop of Coloſſe, it ſeems. that 
he was not only to govern and exerciſe diſci-, 
pline, but alſo to perform -all other Miniſteri- 
al offices among-thems. and fo doubtleſs he did 
while he was preſent with them., but at the 
Writing of this Epiſtle he was not at home, but 
with Saint Parl at Rome. The occalion of his ſo. 
being it ſeems was thus; there were ſome crept. 
1g among the Coloj/zars, very apt to begutlethem. 


with 
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with inticing words, whereby they mixed Phji- 
loſophy with Theology, and confounded Chriſt Cap *: 
with Moſes, inſaqgauch that the Church of Co- 
lofſe was in great danger of being corrupted 
from the ſimplicity that 1s in Chriſt; hereupon 
their good Biſhop Epapiras reſolved upon a 
voyage to Rome, to declare to Saint Parl (at 
that time a prifoner there) the faith and order 
that he had ſetled among the Coloſſians, toge- 
ther with the ſentiments of the Innovators; that 
ſo. he might. obtazn this Epiſtle to confirm the 
Faith of wavering Chriſtians, and cextirpate 
the ſeeds of Hereſie and Schiſm that were ſown. 
among them. Now during his abſence, it ſeems: 
to me molt probable, that he had appointed Ar- 
chipps to be his -zmgms his Vicar or Vicege- 
rent: Not that Archippys had Epiſcopal Autho- 
rity in its full extent and latitude, but that in 
Epaphras his place and ſtead he was at that time 
the =e:zs at Colofſe, the Provoſtor Preſidentin 
all their religious Aſſemblies, one that took care 
of and had the greateſt part to perform in the 
worſhip of God among them: and this I think 
was the Miniſtery whereunto he was to take 
heed, and that is the next thing to be conft- 
dered.

faſt not, handle not. No ſurely, Archippis need 
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and to the Coloſſran s, BY2awt]s wy 71s Vuzs in 5 aazunar , 


and to the- Corinthians Brirele 5 mnms i Sxcin vhs 
ogup4 41:7), Kc. and thus, ſalllff he, the Apoſtle 
every where ſpeaketh, when he would put men 
in fear or make them cautious. The duty then 
that in this ſenſe þe requires of Archipps isto 
be ſolicitous and cautious leaſt by any means he 
thould negle& his Miniſtery. 


That neither the neceſſities of his body, nor 
the exigences of his family, that neither the caſe 
or Sr nx of his fleſh, the pride or elation of 
his mind, the curiofities of ſcience or delights of 
humane learning, much leſs ſhould the profits 
or riches, the pomps and luxuries, the dignities 
or promotions, or any other cologuing vanities 
of the world, call him off from his Miniſtery. 
Not that Archippes ſhould weaken his body by 
neglecting it, or be worſe than an Infidel in not 
providing for his family ; nor need he to think 
himſelf deſtined to poverty, or doomed to per- 
petual melancholy by his office, as if either 
his Religion or that were a contradiftion to 
Nature, and tyed him up from the regular 
and ſober enjoyment of Gods bleſſings in the 


mid{t of opportunities of enjoying, as ifall that ' 


1s delightful in this ſtate of 1mperfe&tion and 
mortality were by a kind of envy in provi- 
dence ſealed up from him under the Character 
of unlawful, or interdicted with 4a touch not , 


nor 
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not be ſo nice or fqueamiſh, but heſhould know 
that though al/ things are lawful to him, yet all 
things are not expedient ; though all things be Iaw- 
fl for him, yet he ſhould not be brought under the 
power of any. He ſhould fo untack his foul from 
matter and fet his heart ſo looſe from all earthly 
enjoyments, asthat no inordimate appetite might 
either enſſave him to them or engage him in 
offenfive or undecent prrſuit of them, or divert 
him fromthe work of his Miniſtery. 


And as not the allurements of the world on 
the one hand, ſo neither the diſcouragements 
he found on the other ſhould make him neg- 
lect his Miniterys neither narrowneſs of for- 
rane or deſtitution of friends, neither meanneſs 
of condition or defpair of amendment m itz no 
nor yet perſecutions or the juſteit tear of death 


it ſelf; much leſs might the infidelity of Atheiſts 


or contradictions of ſinners, the flanders and 
diftoneſt dealings of ſome, orthe perverſe diſpu- 
rings of others, neither the artifices of Seducers 
or the petulance of their followers; no nor yet 
ſhould lakewarmneſs-or coldnefs, heedleſneſs or 
attefted ignorance, or any untoward untractable

temper tr the Cololſzavrs 5, no nor yet contempt of 


his perſon, gifts or office” among them, ſhould 


ever mike Archippus unmimdful of his Miniſte-- 


ry: But he ſhould fo buoy up his Spirits and 


Hhance' tn God, his zeal for hith and obligati-- 


ons- unto- Him , as that with' aft holy magnani- 
t mity

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mity and gallantry of mind, he may ' remove 
ſome and deſpiſe other diſcouragements in the 
exerciſe of his Miniſtery. Neither is that all, 
For certainly this Bis Graxoriar 1MPOIts 1N- 
ſpetion into the Miniſtery- and ſerious conli- 
deration of it, ſuch as diſpoſed Archippxs to fit 
and prepare himſelf for the fulfilling of it. For 
B-i744y denotes ſuch an intention of the mind 
as caſts, and fixeth the eyes upon their object. 
Thus the 5 &>imwv yurcizs 18 not one that barely 
ſees, but one that doth behold, conſider, and look 
upon a Woman with ſome intention and ear- 
neftneſs. And thus when Saint Parl ſaid to 
the Epheſrans , Brine mas dupifos wurzlir:, his 
meaning 1s that they ſhould do their endeavour, 
and give diligence to walk circumſpectly : Thus 
alſo here when he faith to Archippas, Take heed, 
(.e.) attend untoand conſider thy Miniſtery, do 
not ſhut thine eyes upon it or turn themaway 
from it, but look upon it. with care and con- |, 
fideration, give thy mind , and bend thy ſtudy 
towards it, make it thy buſineſs and the work 
of thy life. If then this be the importance of the 
word, manifeſt it 1s, that Archippxs his duty was 
to ſindy to ſhew himſelf approved unto God, a 


workman that needed not to be aſhamed, rightly 


dividing the word of truth. To this end he was 
(as Timothy ) to give attendance to reading, not 
only in publick that others might hear the Scrip- 
ptures, but allo in private, that he himſclf be- 


ing learned in-them, might be an able Miniſter 
0 
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of the New Teſtament, not of the Letter but of 
the Spirit. To. this end alſo, he was to medi- 
tate on the things he read, to give himſelf 
wholly to them, that. his profiting might appear 
untoall. And all but.need, 


| For Archipp#s was fo to take heed-to the Mi- 
niſtery , as that he might fulfil] it. That's the 
end of his. caution, and the deſign of his: re- 
quired care. Not that he might get or keep a 
Living, gather applauſe, or uphold a- reputati- 


on by it, but that he might fulfil it. (7.e.) 


That he might. perform all the parts of his Office 
in a due manner,, or that he might rightly do all 
thoſe things, which by vertue of his Miniſtery 
were incumbent on him. To diſcover what 


thoſe were, I thought here to have ſhewed; 
that thoſe duties which the Church of England 


now requires of us, were by thoſe days requi- 
red of the Primitive Presbyters;. and if. ſo, then 
Archippus his duty was (not as the Popiſh Prieſts 
to offer propitiatory Sacrifices for the quick and 
the dead) but to read the holy Scriptures, and 
the Prayers of- the Church according to the 
cuſtom or appointment- of it-z to Preach the. 


Word, and to Catechiſe;. to adminiſter the Sa-- 


craments, . both of. Baptiſm and the Lords-Sup- 
per; and. (as occaſion required) to inſtru& the 
1gnorant, and reprove the. wicked, to viſitthe 
ick, and abſolve the penitent, to conferre with: 
Recuſants, and Mts .(if he could)from 


their

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their Errors. But it being needleſs and too large 
to ſpeak of theſe things diſftintly, I ſhall wave 
them, and onely obſerve, that Archippus could 
not ſo take heed to his Miniſtery as to fulfill 


it, unleſs he did perform 'them all in a due 
manner; for very manifeſt it is, it was _ 


ble for him ſo ſuperficially and ſlightly, ſo ir- 
reverently and carelefly to have done them, 
as that every eye might have ſeen thathe took 
but little or no heed unto them. He could not 


therefore be ſaid to take heed to his Miniſte- 


ry, that he might flfi/ it, unleſs he did per- 
form - the ſeveral parts and duties of it, asthey 
ought to be performed: not that Archippus was 
toſtudy how to ſpeak with the enticing words 
of mans Wiſdom, that he might have praiſe 
from men; but that he was in the exerciſe of 
his Miniſtery to keep a Conſcience void of 
offence both towards God, and towards all 
men; and in order hereunto it was neceſſary 
for him to be faithfull,: holy, and conſtant 
therein. | | ES | 


Archippus was a Miniſter of Chriſt, 4 Stew- 
ard of the Myſteries of Gods moreover it is re- 
quired in Stewards that a man be ure faithful; 
faithful to his Lord, and Faithful to his fellow- 
ſervants, and therefore Archippus was to do the 
work of his Miniſtery, not for fear of men 
orlove of filthy lucre, but out of Conſcience to- 
wards God; in fingleneſs of Heart as unto = 
TH 0g Lord, 
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Lord, and not unto men: for withoat this 
ſinglenefs towards Chriſt, he' would hardly be 
found fo faithful unto men, as to give-unto 
every one his portion; Doctrine to who Do- 
&rine, Comfort to whom Comfort, Reproof to 
whom Reproof, Corref&ion' to whota Correcti- 
on, Inſtrution to whom Inſtruction was due.

heed 'ufito his Miniſtery, without cndeayours 
to fulfil it inthis life as well as in the exer- 
ciſe of his Function. The' ſcope and defign of 
his «rn 5s know?! was to teach'arid di- 
Ipenſe the Goſpel: and what, I pray, is the Go- 
fpel? 1s it a piece! of Bobk-learning that floats 
in the Brain like empty froth or bubbles in 
the Sea? no ſurely there is more in 1t thanſo; 
For the Lord preparing us for a life to come F 
ter the Reſurredion, propofeth to us the whole E- 
vanegelical Converſation, 1. e. not to be angry or in;- 
patient, to be nndefiled from the love of pleaſure, 
and unſpctted from the World : But this is a kind 
of Negative Righteouſneſs, more fit for a Pha- 
riſee than a Chriſtian: know therefore that thoſe 
things' which are in that life by the neceſſity of its 
Nature, the-Lord preſcribes to be done in this by 
the freedom of onr choice : ſo that if any one de- 
fining the Goſpel ſhould ſay, It is the form or pat- 
tern of the life to+ come after the Reſurretjon; he

therefore .aad the ſcope .of the Miniſtery is to 
impregnate mens Souls with ſuch a Religion, 
as ſpringing and —_— from due Piety 
Vid. Hieron. towards God, cauſeth an ardent love and imi- 
tation of the Eternal Beauty. Archippus there- 
_* fore muſt be transformed by the renewing of 
his mind, and the holineſs of his life, other- 
wiſe he .cannot ſo take heed to -his Miniſtery, 
as to be :accepted with God, or fo fulfill it 
as to be -believed among. men. The fruit of the 
Lips without holineſs -of Life, God will not 
accept; and a Proteſtation palpably againſt A- 
ion men will not believe. It ſeems therefore 
that holineſs of Life is a Duty, not onely of 
Chriſtianity in general, but the Miniſtery in par- 
ticular. Holineſs of living, and probity of man- 
- ners conciliate Authority, and facilitate belief: 
but moral Vice and Wickednelſs abates the 
one, and obſtructs the other by drawing con- 
tempt upon the Minſtery it ſelf. Thence was 
It that the Apoſtles gave zo offence in any thing, 
that the Miniſtery ſhould not be-blamed : whereby 
tis plain, that the Mimiſtery ts apt toſuffer by 
: Cor. 5.3. the bad Ethicks of its Defendants, as well as 
by the Logick of its Opponents, and perhaps 
more by them than by the beſt of that. ef 
1hdee 
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indeed unreaſonable to take the dirt of mens 
manners, and throw it in the face of the Mi- 
niſtery : but thoſe that are ignorant cannot, - 
and thoſe that are malicious will not diſtinguiſh 
between the faults of a mans perſon and his 
Funttion. It was therefore Archippus his duty as 
well as T:-rothy's, To bean example of Believers in 
word, conterſation and charity; in Joris, faied and \ Tim 4.1% 
prrity. Thus ſhould he adorn his Profeſiion, and 

give acceſs unto the work of his Miniſtery. 


Whereih alſo he ought to continue and be 
conſtant: as long as he had it to do, and health 
and ſtrength to perform it, he could hardly 
with a good Conſcience retire to a private life, 
and ceaſe from it: he was to take heed to him- 
ſelf and to his DoGrine, not that he might ſave 
his Labour or his Lungs, but that he might 
hoth live and ſpeak thoſe things which be- 
come ſound Dodtrine, ſhewing himſelf a patter 
of good works in his life, and of wncorruptneſs, Tit. 1.7. 
gravity, and fncerity 1n his Do&rine. And this 
he' was to do not only on ſome certain dayes 
and times of the year, but continually; for he 
was to continue in them, that he might ſave both , _ , 
himſelf and them that heard him : whereby 'tis 
lain, that unleſs Archippnus did continue 1n his 
iniſtery, he had little reaſon to hope that he 
ſhould Give either himſelf or his Hearers. He 
was therefore conſtantly to take heed to his 
Miniſtery that, he might fulfil it: and good

The reaſon of Archippws his Duty, or his Ob- 
Jigations to perform it, contained in theſe words, 
Which thou haſt received in tte.

Archippus was none. of the. gifted Brethren, 


that becauſe they. can .talk fluently tayſtetious 
non-ſenſe in Scripture-langrage wreſted, do take 
upon them the work of the Miniſtery : but he 
received it, *twas one of the xw&ae, of gra- 
cious gifts of the holy Ghoſt, which by his Or- 
dination was conferred upon him, and there- 
fore let him take heed unto it: for the mani- 
feſtation of the Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withall;, not to promote vain-glory ,. or fo- 
ment F actions, but m=+e%s 75 ovueiper, to the com- 
mon good and benefit both of the Receiver 
and of the whole Community wherein he recei- 
ved it, or is obliged to uſe it. This Talent 
therefore Archippns muſt not hide '1n a' Napkin, 
but take heed unto it, to ufe and imploy it : 
for to this he had received it: And that

For my part I ſhall not undertake to umpire be-

to his reception of it; or to his duty to take 
heed unto it; in the firſt, Saint Azſel#rs, inthe 
ſecond, ' Saint Chryſoſtoms, in the third, Gretins, 
his interpretation his very true and genuine. 


In reference to Archippys his Miniſtery, this 
the Lord , will certainly be moſt naturally ren- 
dred 7 the things of the Lord, or in rebus divinic, 
as Lyra notes. For evident it is, that Arckippzs 
was no Miniſter of State, nor was his Mmilte- 
ry converſant about the pomps and Pageants, 
the -glozing grandeur and vanities of the World, 
the laſts and luxuries of the fleſh, or the baſe 
and: low things of the earth; but the infinite- 
ly- more weighty and noble affairs of the king- 
dom of Heaven, thoſe things whercin the glory 
of God, the honour of the Lord, and the cter- 
nal welfare of immortal ſouls are chiefly con- 
cerned did eſpecially fall within the compaſs 
of his Miniſtery, and therefore let Archippxs 
take heed unto it. What care and caution, what 
diligence and circumſpettion , what ſtudy and 
fidelity- can be too much, or indeed enough in 
matters of ſo high a nature? Who 7s ſufficient

But again, this Particle 3» the Lord may be 
conſidered as it lies in my Text, viz. in refe- 
rence to Archippxs his reception of his Miniſte- 


ry, and then Saint Chryſoſtoxwes by the Lord, _ 
c 
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be the fitteſt interpretation of its. becauſe (as-he 
faith) it was not the Coloſſians, but Chrift that 
gave it him, it was not they, but God. that com- 
avitted it to him. Not that Archippus- received

Arckippns therefore was highly concerned to take 
heed to his Miniſtery, and very unworthy if he did 
not; for having received it by.or fromthe Lord, 
he thereby became an Ambaſſadour for Chriſt, 
He was: thereby. ſent to elpouſe his interelſt , 
and aftert his right, to negotiate his. affairs.and 
promote his honour in the world, by bringing 
himſelf and: others: #o_ a perfe® man , unto the 
meaſure of the ſtature of the fulneſs of Chriſt, (i. ec.) 
to ſich aſtate as that they may be full of Chriſt, 
his. knowledge and holineſs, his grace and good- 
neſs; an employ that's. worthy of Angels and 
the Spirits. of. juſt. men made perfect ! but we 
haze the treaſure in earthen veſſels, that the Excel: 
lency of the power may be of God, and not of #s. Yet 
it- reflects a very great-anid tranſcendent honour 


upon us. . How vileand baſe, how diſ-ingenuous 


and unworthy would Archippzs be, if he ſhould 
neglectit? therefore alſo let him. take heed unto 


It; For. He

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He recerved it that he might of it in the 
Lord. Grotins obſerves an Hebraiſme in the 
Text, Take heed to the Miniftery which thou haft 
received in the Lord, that thou: fulfil it.' (i. e.) 
fatth' he, Take heed that thou fulfil in the Lord 
the Miniſtery whichthou haſt received. This particle 
therefore he referrs to Archippas his duty, and ſo 
renders the ſenſe of it o—_ precepta Domi- 
71, Take heed, that thou fulfil thy Miniſtery 
according tothe Commands of the Lord. When 
the Lord aſcended -up on high-, he gave pifts 
unto men. Now theſe gitt: _ of operation 
or adminiftration (as Saint Paul diſtinguiſhes ) 
u_ to be imployed and improved to the be- 
nefit of thoſe for whom they were given, andthe 
glory of him that gave them. Archippss his Mi- 

iftery was thereforea Talent wherewith the Lord 
had entruſted him, _— that he ſhould im- 
ve it, and at length he would reckon with 
im about it. If at that Avdit it be found that 4r- 
chippws hath rightly took heed untoit, that he might 
fulfil it, then ſhall he have the honour and happi- 
neſs tobe called good and faithful Servant, and to 
enterinto the joy of the Lord. Butif itbe found, 
that he was ſonegligent and lazy, asto bury itin
